TOWN MEETING SATURDAY 


There are many voters of Wilmington who have never attended a 
Town Meeting - newly arrived from the city, It ts a lot of fun, and, of 
course it is important, Wilmington’s town meetings are attended by 
10% of the voters - Often less, but the final decisions on tax rates and 
many other things are made there, 

‘The Finance Committee, who will be sittingon the podium in front, 
will have much to say, They, unpaid, give recommendations on each 
article calling for appropriations, as required by law. The Town Meet- 
ing does not have to follow those recommendations, for the Town 
Meeting, in itself, is supreme, 

But, as they have done before, the Finance Committee is again 
advising on articles that are more properly the concern of other com= 
mittees ~ e.g. Zoning, By-Laws, Liquors, etc, The Planning Board, for 
instance, 1s concerned with Zoning, The Finance Committee could have 
said ‘Recommend the Town follow the Planning Board action’ - but they 
didn’t, Perhaps the Planning Board could start to recommend on the 
town’s finances, ° 

‘The action of the Finance Committee on ‘Free Cash’ this year does 
not please this column, The sum this year is $29,978, which can be 
used as the Town Meeting directs, or which can be saved for future and 
unexpected emergencies, 


Free Cash and the Reserve Fund 


Once the Tax Rate is set, sometime in mid-summer, the Town is 
unable to appropriate money for an emergency, R can use money in 
‘Free Cash’, or it can use money from the ‘Reserve Fund’, which 1s 
under the control of the Finance Committee, but it is unable to get 
money otherwise, As the Finance Committee has left ‘Free Cash’ and 
the Reserve Fund, both are too low, 

Remember the bit about the Police Cruisers, last fall? There was 
no money to buy new cruisers, The Town Manager went to the State 
Bureau of Accounts to see if by some chance an emergency authoriza- 
tion to spend money in excess of appropriations could be had, One 
might say the Bureau of Accounts snarled back that the town should have 
forseen this and had more money in Free Cash, or the Reserve Account, 

Jn this meeting, if the Town follows the advice of the Finance 
Committee the result will be No Free Cash, and only $50,000 in the 
Reserve Account, 

Look on Page 11 of the Finance Committee Report, The Town 
Manager asked for $75,000 in the Reserve Fund, and the Finance 
Committee cut it to $50,000, even though they control it, 

And, on Page 12, they are spending the Free Cash for Interest 
for Anticipation Notes, which is money that the town has to borrow 
from time to time, to keep going, 

What the Finance Committee has done ts to ‘save’ $54,000 in 
tax money ~ which ts less than 50 cents on the tax rate. They’ll look 
good in the Town Report - if nothing happens in the meantime, 

This is a ‘good’ year for the town, Put aside another $25,000 in 
the

There is a lot 
being said, prior to the Town Meeting, about the Constitutionality of 
the proposal ~ the way {t is worded, This column thinks very highly of 
Professor Eliot, who is behind this, and it has an equally deep regard 
for Attorney Philip Buzzell, who 1s one of the most eminent lawyers 
in Massachusetts, and who was Town Counsel in Wilmington for about 
40 years, 

‘The argument on one side is to go ahead and do it, and then let 
somebody prove that it 1s unconstitutional, On the other side the 
argument is that it is extremely unfair to expect private individuals 
or others pay for a test of constitutionality, when the town should 
do so, The cost of an argument, which goes to the Supreme Court, 
could be $3500, at a minimum,

Articles 82 and 83 present a new approach to the liquor question,

Article 83 would allow larger sized restaurants to serve liquor, 
under the same circumstances, 

At the present time this would be applicable only to one function 
‘hall and to one restaurant in Wilmington, both now in existance. Also, 
at the present time, anyone can come into Wilmington and build a Motel 
and thus get all these priviliges and more, 

‘The argument 1s that the two existing businesses should be entitled 
to the same priviliges, or at least some of them, They are so written 
that, {f voted, the Town will have to petition the legislature to place 
the questions on the Ballot for the November elections, every two 
years thereafter, for the voters to decide, 

Articles 84 and 85, Article 85 will have to be voted before 84, 
The proposed change in the Zoning By Law has to be voted first, 
Again, this column can only marvel at the obtusity of the Selectmen 
in their numbering of articles, I must be a deliberate policy. 

Article 85 proposes to establish a new type of zoning, which is 
becoming increasingly common in some communities, as a means of 
requiring higher standards of development in selected areas, This 
same principle is being used too, in Research and Office Parks, The 
article proposes a Limited Office and Motel District, 

Nothing else could be built in such a zone - no hamburger stands 
and similarly garish enterprises, for instance, which are now allowed 
in the General Business districts of the town, 

The proponent is Frank D’Anolfo of Stoneham, who has similar 
properties elsewhere in Massachusetts, The proposed amendment to 
the Zoning By-Law would allow construction of office buildings or 
motels up to five stories in height, 

Under Article 84 these facilities would be constructed in land 
immediately adjoining Route 93, and, it should be said, on land that ts 
not owned by Mr Elia, as reported several weeks ago in the Town 
Crier, This paper was in error at that time, 

This column guesses the taxable investment would be between 
one and two million dollars, 

Article 86 is a proposal that apartments be built in the land ad- 
joining the proposed office and motel district, between West Street 
and Route 93, As reported inthe Planning Board hearing, two hundred 
fifty apartments are involved, with rentals being up to $250 a month, 
The taxable property valuation was estimated at $3,500,000, The 
Planning Board was told that 53% of the land would be reserved for 
landscaping and recreational facilities, e.g. swimming pools, etc, 

One objection this column has heard 1s that West Street ts too

2, The proposed regulation 
accomplishes no legitimate object 
which is not already provided for 
by existing stututes and regula- 
tions, No building can be con- 
structed in such an area without 
complying with Board of Health 
requirements as to leaching fields 
which in turn would require a suf- 
ficient fill to make such a leach- 
ing field available, And such fill 
cannot be carried out, in lowland 
bordeing on inland waters, without 
the approval of the selectmen 
which in turn is subject to review 
by the Commissioner of Natural 
Resources, G L Chap 131, Sec 40 

Furthermore under Section 40A 
of the same chapter, the com- 
missioner of natural resources 
may regulate, restrict or prohibit 
dredging, filling,: altering or pol- 
luting inland wet lands, But as 
already pointed out, the statute 
provides that if the consent of 
the private owners affected cannot 
be obtained, resort must eventually 
be had to a taking by eminent 
domain, 

The Mability to pay damages for 
such taking cannot constitutionally 
be evaded by attempting to achieve 
the same results under the guise of 
zoning regulations, If it is de~ 
sired to make such areas in 
effect conservation districts, the 
honest and above board course 
would be to seek authority for 
their taking by eminent domain, as 
has been done with respect to 
other areas under preceding arti- 
cles in this warrant,
